Comments ou the Kaiser's Speech- 
(iernian Military Movements— Tlie 
Kaiser Threatened. 



Dr. Behrlng's Dipbtberla Gnre— Chol- 
era Makinsr Decided Progress 
' . la Certain Distrlets. ' 



Berlin, Sept. 10,— During the week (he 
Emperor had a conference with Connt Eu* 

lenburg, tho Prusaian premier and minister 
of the intorior, which lasted several hours. 
Upon that oocaeion His Majesty sanctioned 
Enlenburg'a bill reattiotiog the rightof pub- 
lic assemblage, and also restricting the 
rights of tho Prussian press. Tho premier 
pointed out that with the present reichstag 
ths reprnsaive measures odvocated in the 
bill could not pass through that assemblage, 
but something was urgently needed in Prus- 
sia and tho oast to prevent tho spread of 
onarohy and sooialism. 

Emperor William's speech at Koenigs- 
burg on Thursday niphc at the close of tho 
milicary manccuvers about South Altenberg, 
Btills continues to be the sensation of the 
hour. The emperor is fond c! tak'sg a\v 
classes of subjeota to task when they divei-go 
from htm in opintoD, but no cliMS has re- 
ceived auoh retrnkes as his rebellions nobles, 
and bis rebuke was soarbely rendered more 
palatable by the solace afterward adminis- 
tered, when his forgiving hand was proffer- 
ed and the nobility was urged, aa the faith- 
ful stay of. the realm, to join him in a steady 
proiSeBa of repression against all parties of 
disorder. , There was the same ring in tho 
emperor's last words as was heard upon pre- 
vious occasions, and when viewed in tho 
light of acts and results there ia nothing in 
them that can lead to any marked political 
action. 

" By tho grace ot God," tho Frankftirtor 
Zeitung says : " Although declaring tho 
King's divine right to do anything with ro- 
aponsibility to (.!od alone, tho Emperor 
merely repoats his previous utterances. His 
words are still received with astonishment 
by all those citizens who are Dccuatomed to 
think that they live under u conatitution 
sustained by the voice of tho people." 

Tho VorwaertB, organ of tho social demo- 
crats central committee, devoted a sarcastic 
article on the Emperor and his views. "Wo 
admit tbe substantial accuracy of the ivy 
and oak allegory," it says. " Tho ivy Euoka 
the life from the tree and kills it by dogreea. 
So the aristocrats have often drained the 
vitality from tho monarchy to establish an 
oligarchy. In the Etnperor'a mind, how- 
ever, tbe struggle between tho monatohy 
and the nobility appears to be of small con- 
corn to tbe people," 

After mentioning eeveral skeletons of the 
conservative family, tho Vorwaerts comes 
to the Emperor's remarks oonoerniog tho 
socialists and anarchists. " Who," it asks, 
" are these parties of the revolution ? Whom 
aro tbe nobility summoned to resist ! Tbe 
social democrats do not know the answers 
to these questions, and they will not pnzzle 
their head at . aurmiset. Tliey will await 
events, keeping their powder dry and re- 
sisting all attempts at nnoonatitntional 
coercion." 

" The Koelnische Volka Zeltnng, organ of 
the Rbineland CathoUss, make . this com- 
ment : "The speech, has at least one prac- 
tical bearing— it prdolatms tbe Emperor's 
determination to resist the agrarian oppo- 
sition although not denying his willingness 
to concede certain agrarian reforms " 
( IThe Koelniacne Zeitung, national liberal, 
ia delighted with tne rebukes administered 
to tho East Pruasiun land owners. "Tho 
emperor fulfilled the hope," it aaya, "thot 
while in Koonignherg he would address a 
warning tn tho Eisl Prussian nobility. The 
speech ough t to settle tiio agrarian oppoai- 
tion and convince tho conservative land 
owners who have been aH'joting the guise of 
loyalty that tho emperor felt that they 
were striking at him and hia throne when 
they struck at tho government policy. 
Hocceforth if they wish to be recngnizod 
as loyal, theao men muat follow the em- 
peror's lead." The writer contends that 
none of the emperor's remarks need be un- 
derstood as preluding another era of anti- 
Bocialist laws. 

The Haonoverisohe Courier, which speaks 
for tho national liberal leader, Rudolph von 
BonnigBon, holds that the ouiporor has 
adopted tho last means at hia command to 
bring back tbe conservative nobility to tho 
crown. If his words prove ineffeotual, it 
Bays, the breach will become irreparable. 

The commercial trade policy of the Em- 
peror has been more than juatifled, notably 
by the revival of trodo with Kusaia, us 
fhown within the last fow days by oliiciul 
figures, and by the trunaformalion of tho 
estimated deficit in the budget into a Bur- 
plua for tho ensuing (i c \\ year. 

The military maiiu uvrea about Koenigs- 
burg have shown that tho troopa have been 
trained to a atato of tho greatest efiioioncy 
The Emperor aeemod to delight in specially 
honoring tho Kinga of Wurtemburg and 
Saxony by every moans in his power. 
Noarly all tho foreign military attaches at- 
tended tho gala dinner on Wedneaday. 
Among them was Lieut. Evana, tho United 
States military attache bore, with whom 
Emperor William exchanged a few pleasant 
words. 

The next important evenb on the impo- 
rial programme is the naval parade, which 
is to take plaoe next week in Swinebund, 
not far from Stettin. The parade of war- 
ships will be followed by an elaborate aeries 
of naval evolations In the open waters of 
the Baltic sea. The fleot will consist of 
17 largo ships and 42 small vobboIb. 

Cholera is making jir igreaa. It is true 
that tho last ofiieial report show only 5.'! 
new oaaos aud .'U deatha, bub tho danger 
lies in tho further spread, not only in the 
provinces of East and West Pruaaia, but in 
Silesia, Posen and IIubbo. Nasaau is now 
affected, ond at Broslau thoro aro a largo 
number of Buapeots. Tho whole of the 
frontier of Pouon, adjoining Russia, ia 
closed except at live points where all in- 
comers are watched. 

The diphtheria cure of Dr. Behring, of 
Berlin, a diaoiple of Prof. Koch, has boon 
exploited at tho Buda Peath medical oon- 
grcsfl and indorsed by many of the delegates 
present. Ur. Bohring's cure is called a 
blood serum. By aucoesBivo and increased 
doaes the diphtheria is injected into anl- 
mala, and they gradually acquired immunity 
against the, malady. The blood of auoh 
anlmalai'isjeotedinto othor animals, has tho 
efifeob of oonferring immunity upon the lat- 
ter, or healing them if auiTering from diph- 



theria, Of this blood Dr. Bohring extracted 
tho serum, and has injected ib into hiim'in 
beings with wonderful renults, Prof. Houb- 
ner, of Berlin, and Prof. Roui, of Paris, in- 
dorsed tho cure at tho congress. Prof. Ucux 
aaid ho had applied it in caeea at tho chil- 
dren's hospital. Up to last yeor CO per 
oont. of the oases of that disease ended 
Fatally. This year he has inooulatod over 
500 children with tho serum, and the mor- 
tality fell from CO to 15 per cent. After a 
few injections the malady changed almost 
instantly to fever and soon disappeared. 

, PBOyiNClAL OPPOSITION. 

They Organize a Heeting for Their Own 

Self Gratnlatlon and Appoint 
Liiurler Their Leader. 

Vancouvek, B.C, Sept. 10.— (Special.) - 
The opposition members of the proviuoial 
legislature met at Vancouver tbia after- 
noon and olected' Mr. Seralln .their leader 
aud adopted an extended platform. Mr, 
MoPhoraon, the labor meuiber, cucceoded in 
nailing two planks in the platform, viz: tho 
much talked of Referendum (referring all 
important legislation to the people), which 
the speaker at a subsequent meeting said 
they proposed to try on several measurea, if 
they oamo up — one of thorn a meaaure to ex- 
olude alien labor from public wotka. One 
of the speakera atated that they had already 
been brought from tho Sound to work on 
the parliament buildings. Another plank 
in the platform was an absolutely secret 
ballot. Meat of tho other planks wore built 
of the old dilapidated opposition and inde- 
pendent timbor used in the construction of 
previous platforms. 

At a mass meeting in the market hall 140 
oltizona were present by count, many of 
them government Bupportera. The follow- 
ing gentlemen crept info tho glare of a pub- 
lic meeting aud railed at ond abused tho 
government : Mesara. Prentice, Eaet Lil- 
looet ; Stewart, Steveaton ; MoPhorson, 
Bowser, Foster, Somlin, Sword, Kidd, Soou, 
Cotton and Williuma. They were seated in 
a (ecmi-circle, Air. A. Williams acting as 
chairman. They separately and in conaeou- 
tive order accused the government of buying 
themselves into power by tbe grossest and 
most open corruption, tbe acousations being 
modified only according to the moderation 
of the individual speakers. Messrs. Schou 
and Cotton were the most bitter in their 
denunoiations. The audience was very 
mild in their enthusiasm and acted as if 
they wondered why ^ they Wiua aentior and 
what was the good of all the' noise made by 
tho opposition members so soon after tho 
election. ... \ ••

Frederick Bollmann, Alias Eberhardt, 
tlie Sydney Embezzler, Telia 
His Story. 



Worried Into Takiogr the Honey by 
Demands From tbe Home 
Office. 



Mr, Frederick Bollmann alias Eberhardt, 
who is just now awaiting the arrival of an 
of&oer from Australia with whom he will re- 
turn to answer for the embezzlement of soma 
£1,200, waa pleased to grant an interview 
to a Colonist reporter yesterday. Bollmann 
was found lounging In hts' aell at the city 
lock-up. His gold rimmed glassoa were 
firmly fixed over ruuud blue eyes, whioh 
languidly watched the curling smoke from a 
Havana, emd the whole air of the man was 
one of innooenii, not to say philosophic, en- 
joyment. ..'i 

" Yes, I am Eberhardt," said he, speak- 
ing with a strong German accent, " or 
rather my tight name is Bollman. My 
atnry is a rather long one and I don't know 
that it will interest you, only it seems to 
show how a man who baa been honest all bis 
lite may fall. I waa in Melbourne for six 
yeara. In 1890 I went home to Germany. 
My home is in Solingon. While there I con- 
tracted with tho firm of 0. Hencklcr k. Co,, 
dealers in hardware, and ^vent buck to Syd- 
ney aa chief clerk in a branch house 
which they have in that city. They 
had been having some trouble with the iniin- 
nper, but ho waa under contract and it would 
coat them .)J5(X1 to get rid of hini. When I 
A'L'nt out to tho atoro I found a bad aaaort- 
ment of unsalable gooda. Tho head of tho 
firm had promised mo all kinds of things. 
Ho would Bend mo anything I needed, but 
this ho never did. No sooner was I in place 
than telegrams and letters began to come in 
for money — money, Tho head house muat 
have money. The branch owed £10,000. 
Tho stock — bad and olmost u^oleas gooda — 
was not worth over £i),000, and I did noc 
know what to do. There was no business to 
bo done. Tho partner came out at the ond 
of last year and renewed all the promises of 
now goods, but they never came. 

" Well, it kept on. Kvery fow days I 
would get a telegram from tbe head house 
asking for money. Finally, the anxiety and 
general worry rendered me almost insane. 
1 could not meet th9 demands. I did not 
know what to do. Then I began to think 
' why not clear out t ' , I' forced some saloa 
and got together aU, the money I could. 
You know there is not mueh use In running 
away without money. . Then 1 went, 

" At Apia I got drank, I had to drown 
my thoughts in some Way, and I missed tho 
steamer and was robbed of about £7<30. I 
don't know juat how much. I never oven 
counted tho money in tho lirat place. Well, 
I came on hero and was arrested, Now 
they will take me back. 

" Care ? No, I don't care. I have no 
family. Lot tlieni hang mo if they wish. I 
would ratlier liu dead than to face tho long 
term whioh I rco ahead of mo. 

" Doad ? Yea — dead — . Have you a 
match 1" .1

Admiral— Wreck of a Transport— 
Uore Beinforcements. 



The U. S. audi. Its, Power of Exerels- 
' Ingr Jnrisdietibn; Over Foreign- 
' era in China. 



WASiiiNOToy, Sept. 10.— The recently 
published letter of Hon, John Russell 
Young, American minister to China during 
tho adminiBtration of President Arthur, 
giving bis views concerning tbe delivery to 
the Qblnisse anthwities of ^ two aooused 
Japanese spies at Shanghai and inslating 
that thereby " the American flag and been 
humilatod " was shown to Acting Seore- 
tiry of Ststo Edwin F. Uhl to-day. 
Ho said : " The oommunication from Mr. 
Young, whose official residence in China 
and intimate ac(iuaintttnoo with tho history 
and limitationa of extra territorial juris- 
diotion in that country had fitted him to 
understand tho question, would naturally 
carry much weight, and yet," said Mr. 
Uhl, *'tbo communication itself fails 
to infer tho neoesaary oharaoter of the 
instructions nnder which onr repreaenta* 
tives in China and Japan can alone extend . 
protection to tho subjects of the other ooan- 
try during the suspension of diplomatio in*' 
tercourso between the two governments. 
His statement that this government, had 
solemnly promised to protect, aa we would 
American citizens, the Japanese in China, 
indicates misinformation or misconjooture of 
the essential nature of those inatruotions, 

" The right to exercise independent jur- 
isdiction over foreiguerBiu China and Japan 
rests wholly upon the treaty stipnlationi, 
and the protection so conferred is an expruB 
conventranal grant ..to particular individuals 
and cwnot be 'extended to include others 
by aaaimilation. By reason of the existing 
war between China and Japan, diplomatio - . 
intercourse was interrupted between tl|e two.'; : 
governments and oaob requestlad>f'6f ui^' 
United States the interposition ^ its good 
ofiiQcB for tho protection of the VNdedta of 
each in tho territory of the olherSpyur re- 
lation to both parties was that ot; atrict 
neutrality, and, of neoesalty, protection cqirfd*' ' 
now only bo exercised by our representayyes 
at Tokio and Peking as a friendly otliae'un- ' 
officially and in a manner consistent with 
the position of impartial amenity. Tbe 
government of the United States could not 
undertake to bring the subjeots of either 
power within the jarisdiotion of its niin- 
iaters or consuls, nor would it bo justified 
in allowing its legations or consulates to 
be made an asylum for those claimed to be 
oiTenders against tbe law of the local gov- 
ernments. Japanese subjects in China re- 
main the subjects of Japan as they were be- 
fore boatilities began and must of necessity 
respond to the law of China when charged 
with offence against the same. So with the 
subjects of China In Japan. 

" In assenting to the request of Stvitzerg 
land that the agents of the United States in 
China alford protection to Swiaa citizens in 
the abaence of Helvetic representation there, 
onr agents, as early as 1S71, were inatruoted 
that they could not take judical cognizance 
of charges against Switzera. , In a cir- 
cular addressed to tbe representatives of this 
government in foreign ooarts by the Depart I 
ment of State on the I5th of Dep. 1871 aif 
poared the following: Yoa.'aro informeil 
that you are not expected to become a 
diplomatio or oonaular o£Bcer of. the Swiss 
repablio, which is prohibited by the'ooaatir 
tution of the U.S. to ofiBoers of this CS. who 
are citizens. The intention ia that yon should 
merely use your good offices in behalf of 
any Swiss in your vicinity who might re- 
quest aid in the absence of a diplomatic or 
consular representative of Switzerland, and 
with tho consent of tho authorities where 
you reside,"

Pabis, Sept. 10.— The jadioial anthori-

In 1873 a foreigner waa found lying in the 
atreet with a ballet wound in his bead and 
was brought to the hospital, where ho stated 
that he had been oaahier in a New York 
bank and had absconded with $60,000. Be- 
lieving that the Paris police were on his 
track, he had taken the train to Teingier,and 
finally, in desperation, he had attempted to 
take his life.

The nfght 
of the Mrlrarof ;'the Czarinai' on Angust 23, 
the British wslrshlp ' Mohawk steamed into 
port and, seeing a crowd of laborers at work 
on tho Czirina, imagined them to be-politi- 
oalrf fusses, and sent an oflloer on board to 
search tho vessel, Tho Mohawk remained 
in port that night, and tho following morn- 
ing proceeded to Dluefields, There wore no 
means of oommunioation between Qraytown 
and Biuefields.

THE "queen" ARBrVES AND DEPARTS 

The excursion steamer Qaeen, Captain 
Carrol, o:impleted her last Alaska trip of 
the sjuson ijunday, arriving from the North 
at 6:30 and pasamg on to the Sound throe 
hours later. She brought little news in 
addition to what had been already told con- 
cerning her experience aground at Alert 
B»y. It was dense fog wlie.n she went on, 
and ahe waa in consequence going so slow 
that when ehe struck the ship was scarcely 
jarred, and certainly not strained in the 
slightest. After four days aground the 
ship having only lightened forward floated 
off without asaiotance, and three days on a 
neighboring beach waa auliicient time lo 
effect repairs which not only carried her 
safely on her tr>p, but which it is thought 
are all that is necessary. It is not stated 
definitely that the ship will go in dock for 
inspection now that she is down, but her 
ofiicera say that the requires no further re- 
pairs. According to present arrangements 
the Queen will, as soon aa she has landed 
her passengers at the Sound ciciea, com- 
mence loading flour cargo with which she 
will retnrn to California for be usual winter 
rest. On the voyage juac completed, Sitka 
was made on September 2, and Juneau waa 
left on the return trip last Wedoeedav.

A SENSATION EXPLODED. 

An Incident nt Sea JIade the Foundation of a 
" Possible International Complication.'' 

H. M.S. Hyacinth, now in Honolulu, and 
the San Francisco ateamor Maripoaa met at 
sea a few days' sailing from the Hawaiian 
islanda while the warship waa on her way 
thither and the Maripoaa was on her way to 
California on her last voyage; both vessels 
were laid to, and mail was passed from the 
Hyacinth to be transmitted from San Fran 
Cisco. This is not by any means important 
or unusual news, but it shows how very lit 
tie is considered sufficient by some sensa- 
tional lovers in Honolulu to fonnd an inter- 
national difficulty upon. 

Hardly had the Hyacinth come to her 
moorinea when the rumor waa in circulation 
in the Hawaiian capital that her commander 
had made an inexcusable blunder for wbioh 
ho would ba called to account both by the 
admiralty and by the United States. The 
report was in brief that' Ciptain May had 
met and eignalled the Mariposa and .that 
Captain Hay ward of the latter refuse to atop 
hia vessel; tneD,- the report said, a shot waa 
fired BoroBS the bows of the Mariposa which 
had the desired effect. According to the 
story, tho Dritish captain excused bis con- 
duct by saying that he thought the Mari- 
poaa was an Knglish veaaol. 

"If tho atory were true," eaya the Ad- 
vertiaer, " the EDglieh goveroniunt would 
have been in a very eerioua complication, 
and no doubt would have had to apologize to 
the United State?, tho Maripoaa being an 
American built vessel and flying the 8tar8 
ond Stripes. But the atory is not true, and 
Captain May waa greatly amuaed when a 
reporter of tbia j.jurnal related it to him. 
He atated that it was a fact that the vcauela 
mot — 60 much of tho atory was quite cor- 
rect. The Hyacinth waa atoaming at a 
seven knot rate, while tho Mariposa was 
making about thirteen The mail steamer 
waa about four miles oil' when the Hyacinth 
aent up a rocket. Tho Maripoaa'a look-out 
did nob aoe it, and then Captain May, who 
thought the veasol would pu83 him, fired 
two blank cartridges, which spread a col- 
ored light when exploded. The people on 
board the Maripoaa aaw the illumination, 
and the vessel was immediately headed for 
the Hyacinth. The mail from the war ves- 
sel wna tranaforrcd to tho Mariposa, which 
then continued on her wny after a detention 
of Icau than ten inirn l a."

San- FitASdi-soo, Sept. 9.— Steamers which 
arrive here weekly from Auatralio, New /Cea- 
land, Hawaii, China, Japan and tho Conlral 
American statea, have few if any immi- 
grants, while emigration from this side is 
becoming greater daily. The Italian, Portu- 
guese and Slavonian laborers do not liko the 
outlook for next winter, and are making a 
rush for Eastern Europe, A man who 
controls nearly ajl travel between this 
coast and Europe' aaid ; Daring ~ last 
month I sold . over 430 ateamahip tickets 
to Italians and'Pottuguese who wanted to 
get out of California. Last week I aold 
126 tiokete, and on Saturday morning I 
aunt away 53 Italians who wanted to escape 
a winter in San Franoitoo. The Latin 
poopin aa a olais are afraid to risk the next 
winter here, aud all who have the money 
aro hurrying home. Those who cannot 
roach Spain, Italy or Portugal, aro going 
East, aa they consider their chances of get- 
ting work there better than here. lb ia not 
a question of tarifi' or no tariff, liut simply 
of tho survival of the man who will work for 
tho least money. In oonsequenoe the Chinese 
and Japanese hold the fort."

IRRELEVANT TO THE ISSUE. 

At Saturday evening's meeting refecenoes 
were being oontinnally made to the Ecqui- 
malt Waterworks Company. This company 
and its affiirs do not properly enter into the 
digoussion of the Victoria Waterworks By- 
law at all. Tho question ivhioh the rate- 
payers havo to consider is : Is it wise to 
spend largo aunis of money in improving and 
extending tbia city's waterworks without 
first finding out from some oompetent 
authority whether or not the expenditure 
will aecuro to the city a permanent water 
supply aufiiiient for ita probable needs ? It 
is evident that if Elk Lake cannot be de- 
pended upon to give the city, as it increaeoB 
in population, all the water it requires, it 
is the merest folly to spend more 
money upon it than is necessary to free 
its water from the impurities that it has, 
through the nof;Iect and blundering of auo- 
ceasive City Councils, coBtruoted, It is plain 
to every man capable of reflection that any 
sum larger than is necessary to cffeot this 
temporary purpose should be expended on 
those iroprovewents only which will form 
part of a system of waterworks designed and 
fitted to bo permanent. To spend J 150,000 
on works which may have to be abandoned 
in a few years is certainly not good economy. 
No one, we contend, is fitted to pronounce 
an authoritative opinion— an opinion which 
j.'it) would be safe for the city to act upon — on 
this subject but an hydraulio engineer of 
large experience and high standing in 
his profession. This is a question 
which ahould be serioutly considered 
by the ratepayera under any circumstances. 
If there was no such business organization 
in existence as the ^^qaimalt Waterworks 
Company, it would force itself on the atten- 
tion of the ratepayera. It is not fair to tiio 
city when a purely busiDoss matter like thia 
is presented to the electors to appeal to 
business jealousies and to personal dialikos. 
The men whose duty itisto consider thissub- 
jeot should endeavor to freetheirmindsfrom 
prejudices of all kinds. It ia a more com- 
mon sense question which at one timo or 
other every, man who has businei a to do or 
a family to rear, must consiilsr. When ia 
it prudent and necessary to .call in profes- 
sional fisslstanoo t Many men think that 
they can be their own lawyers, their own 
doctors, their own architects, and whatnot, 
as the City Council now boliovo that they 
are qualified to bo their own hydraulio en- 
gineer; but wo all know that men have often 
occasion bitterly to lament that they did not 
■e^k Ifrofesilonal assistaDoe when they con- 
sidered that they knew enough to get along 
without it. It is foolish enough for men to 
act upon their own responalbilily in matters 
in which they thomsolvos only are con- 
cerned ami in which they alone would auflor 
from thoir fooliah aelf'Sutiioienoy ; but in 
OSes when men are acting for others, aa 
the Mayor and Aldermen are, and when the 
course they- take must afieot others for years 
and yean to oome, one would think that 
oonsolentlous men would not beaitato a mo- 
ment. They would promptly take tho moro 
prudent course, determined that if they did 
err they would orr on tho aide of safety, As 
we have already indicated tho question for 
the ratepayers to consider- stands by itself. 
It is really Independenb of :, all ' others and 
should be judged solely on its own merits.

AN UNFAIR ADVANTAOE. 

It is greatly to be regretted that the 
Mayor and aldermen deferred calling a pub- 
lic mroting to inform tho ratepoyers what 
thi-y proposed to do with the Sl.'iU.OOO they 
asked 'or to improve and extend the water- 
works until two days ^efore.'the vote was to 
be taken on the by-law. ' They have left the 
ratcpuyors roully no time in whioh to dis- 
cues tho cnurao they intend to punue. The 
Mayor in reported to have said on Wednes- 
day (iVuuing that ho would not diacuaa 
tho matter then or furnish ary in- 
formation .as/,^"it would be like 
giving powder to some one' to shoot 
themselves." Thia might be a clever device 
in a contest between rival politiolana, but, 
laying boforo the ratepayera for theii con- 
sideration the details of a scheme in which 
tho expenditure of a very large aum of thoir 
money is involved, it was the. reverse of 
good. The Mayor and Aldermen in their 
deullugB with the ratepayers should be 
above resorting to the tricks of fighting 
politicians. In an important matter like 
this they should have treated tho ratepayers 
with the utmost fairness. They should 
have taken them oompletely into their 
confidence and given them ample time 
to consider and disonas every de 
tiiil of their scheme. Purposely tc 
withhold information until alnioat tho 
last moment before tho by-law waa to be 
submitted to the ratepayers, with the 
clearly expressed intention to prevent diS' 
oussion and to bnrk adverse criticism, was 
not the way in which men who believe that 
they are in the right and who are not afraid 
of investigation and inquiry might be ex 
pocted to act. The interval batween Satur 
day night and Tuesday morning ia plainly 
not sufficient time in whioh to consider so 
important a proposition as that whioh is to 
be voted on to-day, and to ioqaire into the 
soundness of the arguments made 
and the accuracy of the facts 
and figures adduced by the Mayor 
and Aldermen at their meetine. It has taken 
the ablest of them many months to make 
inquiries and to consider what was best to 
ba done in the matter of improving the water 
supply, and how could they expect the rate' 
payers to be able to form an intelligent opin- 
ion on the conclusions at which they bad ar- 
rived in a few hours ? 

What time and what opportunity have 
the Mayor and Aldermen allowed the rate- 
payera to discuss their propositions? There 
ia no use in asking thia question when we 
have learned from the Mayor himself that 
the meeting waa deferred until almost tho 
last moment in order that those who oppose 
their scheme should not have material on 
which to base their arguments. Evidently 
tho Mayor and Aldermen were afraid of dis- 
cussion. Their plan was to take the rate- 
payers by surprise. The law was made in- 
geniously indefinite, and such e.xplanationa 
as were vouchsafed were made at such a time 
as to make a thorough examination and con- 
sideration of them impossible. Is that the 
way in whioh representative men ought to 
treat their oonstituents 1 



that they propose to go on with the exten> 
sion and improvement independently of his 
advice ; and there is nothing in the law to 

prevent their spending that very largo aum 
of money according to their own awoot will. 
Did not the Mayor himaelf on Saturday 
night aay, suiting the aotioa tq .the worda, 
that, as fur as the expenditure of the $160,- 
UOO was concerned, he would not give the 
soap of his fiugtrs for expert advice.?

A SIONIFWANT OMISSION. 

Why did not the Mayor and Aldormou at 
their meeting request their professional ad- 
viser to explain to the ratepayera and others 
interested the fesaibility and the reaeos- 
ableness of their scheme for the improve- 
ment and extension of the water 
supply ? He, it will have to be 
allowed, knows more about the 'sub- 
ject than the Mayor, Alderman Kaker, 
Alderman Dwyer, Alderman Harris, and 
oven Alderman Keith- Wilson. He is con- 
eequently better fitted than any of these 
gentlemen to show the eleotora what the im- 
provementa are to be and why they are 
made. How is it that the reporta which he 
baa made were nod quoted by the 
aldermanic speakers '! Tho present 
Water Commissioner, who is allowed 
on all hands to be a capable man, only a 
few months ago drew up a report in which 
the very topics expatiated upon by tho 
Mayor and Aldermen were discussed in a 
clear and rational manner. Why were not 
the ratepayers referred to that report, and 
why were not its figures quoted ? Ia it be- 
cause they would not bear out the ingenious 
theories of the aldermen who have such a 
curious ' antipathy to professional advice 
and asslstanco ? In that report the 
rainfivU in tho country immediately sur- 
rounding Victoria is calculated to be an 
average of thirty Inches a year. " As- 
suroinii;," he says, " the rainfall at Elk Lako 
to be about the same as at Viotoria, 
that amount each year applied to the 
area of the water-shed, and allowing 
for oviiporation and absorption by tho aoil, 
irnutil aj'yriy'iinatidy afford a HU[Hri(.nl 
ijuantiti/ of imlcr for the annuai niijijilj 
the city csliinntinri the consumption and wantc 
at a daily average of Iwo millions of gaUona, 
Consequently if the rainfall eaoh year should 
equal tho average, viz : 30 inohea, tho whole 
quantity derivable from tho watorahed 
stored, tho supply and demand would bo 
about eciuul. ... If there ahould fol- 
low in Bucoesaioa several years with a rain 
fall in eaoh less than the average the auppli/ 
would be insnfficient." 

Here we Bud, acoording to tho Water 
Commiaaioner, all that tho citizona of Vio- 
toria can count upon from tho present 
watershoci is a oupply equal to a eon- 
sumption of two million gallons a 
day. . This cannot be increased, no 
matter what improvements are made. How 
long will two million gallons a day bo sufTi- 
oient for the city of Viotoria '.' Thla ia ono 
of tho tilings which the ratepiyora have to 
conaidor. It ia ijuilo poaaiblu lliat tho 
Mayor and aomo of tho Aldermen think that 
they know more about the oapaoity of the 
watershed than- the Water Commissioner. 
.They talk as If they do, anc^ib is quite clear 



A SINGULAR DELUSION. 

Some of the Aldermen seem to labor under 
the imprcaaion that the supply of water can 
be increasod by deepening tho lake. It ia 
hard to at'o how bCiiBiblo men could conio to 
so binguUr u ouncluaion, As the rainfall 
oinnot ho; Inoreased by any imeans: yet 
known to science; and as it is a physical im- 
possibility to inoreaso thb surface from 
which tho lako derives ils supply, it ia very 
clear tliat tho water supply cannot bo in- 
creased by raiaiug tho dam or by any 
other means. If the average rainfall 
on the watershed of the lake ia 
equal to two millions of gallons a 
day, and if the average oonaumption 
ia equal to two millions a day, what is 
to be gained by increaalDg the aizo of tho 
reservoir? If, on the nverugn, t,a much poos 
out of the lako ua runs into it there is no 
earthly roeane of inoreasing the supply. A 
reservoir is convenient to save the surplus 
rainfall, but, when tho surplus consumption 
equals the eurplus supply, all that' remains to 
be done after tho requirements of consump- 
tion become greater, ia to put tho oitizi'na on 
short allowance. Short allowance of water 
In these days will hardly be submitted to by 
a civilized commuoity if there are any means 
available of getting a full aupply. Tho two 
things lo be conaiderod are tho rainfall and 
the surface of aupply. Neither of thoae can 
bo incroaaed. The reaorvoir, no matter by 
what name it ia called, ia an economical con- 
veijienoe. It saves up some of the aupply, 
but it does not inorease it by a single gallon. 

THB MATTER OF PRESSURE, 

The importance of having sufficient water 
pressure oan hardly be overestimated. The 
ratepayera, before they consent to give the 
Mayor and Aldermen §150,000 to spend on 
the water works, ought to know what they 
propose to do in the way of inoreasing th< 
pressure. It is now oonfessedly insufficient 
Can our heaven-born engineers devise means 
to increase the pressure, or can they even 
make the moat of what there ia ''. The 
servicoa of a oompetent engineer are necea 
sary to enlighten both the City Council and 
the ratepayers on this point, if a mistake 
ia committed in this'.mstter,— if the most is 
not made of tho advantages that exist the 
consequences may be exceedingly serious 
Enough may bo lost in a few hours to pay 
many timea over for the information that a 
competent engineer alone can give. The 
minds of the property owners and of insur- 
ers should be made easy on this subject of 
water pressure. In fact, the oity cannot 
afford to renKiin long in a state of unoer 
tainty regarding it. But not a word is aaid 
about presauro in the reaolution submitted 
to Saturday night'a meeting. It ia propoeod 
to spend the $150,000 and leave the water 
works, as to pressure, in exactly the condi' 
tion in whioh they are at present. Do the 
ratepayers approve of this '.' Wo do not 
think BO. Tliey are surely not rash enough 
to allow Jl.'iO.OOO to be expended on tho 
waterworka without obtaining for tho city 
greater facilities for extinguiahing liroa.

"WHY" THE GAME WAS LOST. 



A Victorian's Acconnt of the Ylctorla- 
Westminster Lacrosse Match of ' 
, Satnrday Last 



Brutality and Offensive Talkinfir the 
Features— Meeting of the OycIlBts 
This Eveuin^r- 

To TitE Si'ouTiNii Editor ;-^I waa acme- 
what omazod at the opening aontenoo of 
your Vancouver telegram giving a con- 
densed account of tho lacrosse match of 
Saturday, It reads, *' No one knows why, 
but Viotoria was beaten in the great lacroaae 
game," etc, I presume yonr'oorrespondont 
wan present, but his remarks would not indi- 
cate that hu had watched tho play well. Aa 
one of the Victoria continf^ent who wont up 
to Westminster to , witness tlie match, I 
would like space sufficient to let your 
renders, not only thoroughly understand 
'■ why " the Victoriana were unsucoeseful, 
but also give them u fair ido* of tho in- 
hoapitablo and in aomo cases, brutal re- 
ception tliat waa accorded them, I think it 
hue fair that Iho public ahould have a 
knowledge of tho ungeiitlemanly and un- 
aporlamanliko treatment the Victoriana 
have received in sovoral late malchea, but 
eapocially in tho one at Weatuiinater on 
Saturday last. 

In the Weatniinster-Victoria match played 
hero on July I I, Macnaughton and Frank 
Culiin were cut on the arm juat above 
the elhow and each of the wounda 
had to be stilohed. Macnaughton's arm 
healed slowly; finally an abfceaa formed and 
the wound had to bo reopened and the bone 
scraped. Ho waa unable to practice with a 
atiok until Thuraduy evening last, and 
naturally wss physically weaker than usual, 
"Pet«" Blighti as ia pretty well known, waa 
so clubbed in the match with Vancouver 
played here on Aug. II that bis shoulder 
was seriously hurt, the flesh being raw. Hia 
arm was in a sling for three weeks, and he 
also wenton the field at Weslminater in 
poor condition, having to wear a rubber air 
bag from his shoulder top to juat above the 
elbow. From a blow also received in the 
Wostminster match an abscess afterwards 
formed on Frank Cullin's hand, which pre- 
vented praotieo until a late date. It will 
thua be seen that three important men, the 
centre Said (Blight) and two home playera 
( Macnaughton and F. Cullin) were in a 
weak condition. The Victorias went to 
Weatminster via Vancouver, and I will 
aimply mention the fact that they at (irati 
wore only given one room ot the Hotel 
Guiohon for fifteen men. Something better 
waa done after tlie club captain threatened 
to leave the hotel. Finally, tho team pro- 
ceeded to tho grounds, the referee and um- 
pires decided upon, (J, G. Brown, of Vic- 
toria, was objiioted to as one of the latter) 
and the teams lined up. 

From the firat the Westminster players 
endeavored to cripple the Victorians, Lewis, 
(who ia a very brave cook on his own dung- 
hill) was one of tho principals in thia evi- 
dently prearranged onalaught. 

The firat game waa somewhat looae and 
was scored by Westminster, 

In the second game. Blight, already weak 
from causes above referred to was deliber- 
ately cut on the head by Stuart Campbell, 
whouptothat date bad had tbe reputation of 
being a gentlemanly player. Campbell ae- 
cured tbe ball from Blight and aent it down 
field. He then turned and struck Blight 
over the head making a out of over three 
inches, penetrating right to the skull. He 

then called the fallen man a s of a , 

Time was called and it took fifteen minutes 
to patch the wound and play proceeded. Aa 
Blight was paeaing to tbe dressing room to 
have hia wound dressed, men at the fence 

called him a s of a — a bastard and 

other more offensive names. Unfortunately 
tho referee did not see this incident, as his 
attention was concentrated on the ball, and 
Campbell was not ruled off. Eckardt shortly 
after made a clean score, the ball striking 
the flag and bounding in, Umpire Taylor 
did not allow this. During the progrcaa of 
this g^me the brave (?) Lowia atruck Mac- 
naughton in tho face and used 
tho tame epithet as Campbell had, 
rendering it more artiatio by the 
additional worda " red headed," Thoae 
who know " Archie " are atill wonder- 
ing why he did not put Lewis to aleep. But 
ho refrained and Lowia was sent to the 
fence. Tho crowd j-ierrd the Victoriana, 
and cillod out to tho Weatmioatcr players 
to " slug them," "give it to thetii," etc, 
After hard play Rosa Eckardt finally secured 
the ball, passed three of the Westminater 
defence, and aoorod the second game in favor 
olVic'oria. Time, .")5 minutes. The Vio- 
toria defence played a meritorioua game, 
time and time again aaving tho goal. The 
Held of Viotoria was weuk, and tho blow 
Blight received so dazed and wu»koneil him 
that ho was not in the race after. Ditch- 
burn alao had been struck on the knee cap, 
and ho waa lamed in const quehM.\, Mao- 
naughtou played a plucky game bat was 
not up to his old form, and was not spared 
by the Westminster players, After tho 
oooclusion of thia second game a mob of 
Westminsterites jumped tbe fence, jeered 
the team and called ibem foul namta to ihu 
very door of the drrssing room, lilight'a 
wound wns Blitched during the intermission 
by Dr. F>u;'ni. 

The lliini giuiiu won by Westminster 
after '11 minutea play, and the 
same nii.1) jumped tho fr-no> and 
repeated their f urine r conduct. Miu!niiiit;hi on 
niado a sum shot on Weatminslcr'a gcal in 
thia game which waa unfortunately ciiuKbi. 
on Kokardl'a stick ua he was checking 
Cbcyno. 

In tho fourth game Wostminster pinyed 
down the incline on Victoria, A hall came 
on goal directly in line with tbe sun, im- 
possihlo for \i. Cullin to see, and It went 

through. 

Eleven minutes to play when the teams 
lined up. This game was scored \n\\ min- 
utes by lickardt for Victoria. 

Tho WeatminsteritcB wont over tlio fence 
in hundreds, orii^.y with delight and also 
with a vindictive feeling against the b ya in 
blue. A doz-'.n fiats at a lime were aonC In 
front of their faces. They wero threatened 
with violence and abused in language that 
cannot be repeated here. In feet, the be- 
havior in Saturday's match by the home 
playera and their baokera waa snfiBcIent to 
disgust every fair man. It was a disgrace- 
ful exhibition,— one that will seriously in- 
jure the national game and prevent lovers of 
true sport from giving it their oonntenan'oo. 

Your correspondent says the Victorians 
woro " beaten." They certainly wero j in 
fuot thty wore clubbed, 

W. (JuUIn played a msgnificont goal. 
Frank Williania played alao a remarkable 
game, the star uame of tho day.

THE ALDBEMRN'S'MEESTING. 

To TiJH Editok : — Tnoro were BtalomentB 
mikda by speakers ia the olty Imll on Saiui'- 
day ersDing, the 8ch iaat,, that are founded 
upon fiation rathor than upon faces. When 
Buoh etatementa go forth uochalleogod and 
uncontradicted to the ratopsyora, they do 
harm whether they h.ive been made in 
ignorance or with intent to deceive. 

One speaker gave an estimate of the poe- 
aible supply of Elk lake, and called it 
twenty-five gallons pec head per day for 
ei(;hty thouaand people. Mr. Bulokley eati 
mates the total available supply of the 
watershed at eight hundred million gallons 
per annum, upproximaloly two million gal- 
loaa per day for^s days, and allowing these 
twu million gallons per day to be oonanmed 
at the Bame''rBt«' aa the present 'population 
of Victoria la using the water, thoy would 
accommoduto a population of twenty thou- 
sand. But the people of Vietoria do not 
want to be .raatrioted Jn their supply 
of water. It \m an ample aupply 
of water daring the Bnmmec,,ntont'h8 that 
makes Ufa eopyable, and good nanitary 
conditions to prevail. 

The dialinativo foaturo of American cities 
is that they uaa much mora water than 
Europeaa, and,tO't»ke as an example to be 
foUowfid by) a cleanly population, that of 
imitating' jthe praotioe of usiog twenty-five 
gallonB per day of water, has got a very 
close afRnlty with the dark ages, when peo- 
ple stopped washing forooneclentious reaaoaa 
At the present timo the olty water supply 
cannot be leas than one and. 'one half miiliun 
gallons per day, say one hundred gallonu 
eaoh per day for fiftoeu thousand persons, 
and for any one to propoeo to those fifteen 
thousand persons, that they ehall reduce 
their supply to one-fourth of that which 
obtains at present, is an idea so repoUant 
to all cleanly minds as to belittle ahort.ef 
disgusting. Therefore we must take these 
eighty bhoasand people that can bo suppli- 
ed at the rate of 25 gallons per 
head per day, aad c;ive them at 
least one hundred gallons per head 
per day, when wo Bhall have, as the 
capacity of the watenvorka, on the basis of 
the speaker's figures referred to, a poaaible 
supply for 20,000 parsoua, 

A great deal of attention has been given 
to the o^nlparative quality of the water 
from different sources. As there can be flo 
doubt that all this i waters, when taken oare 
of, are perfectly good, we may asaumo that 
this question is already settled; but that does 
not by any means satilo the water (jueatjon, 
I a2i ijonnd to say that after hearing acany 
remarks on the part of the council, about 
experts and their ueelossnese, that their 
view of the sabjact is not borne out by the 
f aotB, .beoiU«e aboat 1887 a aeotion of the 
oonnoil was bent npon building works that 
woald have proved a oomplete failure. Tlie 
oounoil brought here an eastern expert- in 
(he person of Mr. T. G Keefer, a bydraulie 
engineer of irrcproaohable oharaoter and 
abi ity, who aolved ths prob'em of whiob ooe 
of two alternativea the olty should pursue, 
and from then to Ihs preionfc time the city 
has had enough water oven if not 
piire. The Council at that time did not 
consult Mr. T. C. Koofor oa to the necessity 
for the filtration of a furthersapply of water; 
nevertheless the necessity for enlargement of 
the filter beds was known to the council before 
calling theexpert, as can be proved by the re- 
ports of seven years ago. Therefore I will 
aaaert that the city has been well served by 
Its experts, and if the council had paid more 
attention to their reporta, one and all the 
ratepekyers would be drinking better water 
at the present tim^ 

Incredible as it may appear to the rate- 
payers, 1 will assert that the ol^ will never 
obtain more than the progreaaive > and tem- 
porary stages of a permanent water snpply, 
if the population of the city increases. For- 
tunately the admirable and clear reports of 
the olty ofiicials are upon record to prove 
the truth of that which is now advanced. 
Aa has already been pointed out, a first class 
waterworks is a threefold proposition, that 
involves quality, quantity and pressure; any 
one of ihu three being wanting the other 
two are disqualified. KIk lake is lacking in 
the matter of quantity and pressure. Those 
alderoien who got up and told the ratepayers 
that there was plenty of water I have no 
doubt were perfecl ly honest but inoxoaaably 
ignorant— I say inexcuaably because they 
bad moat excellent and clear reports from 
the chief cf their own fi.-o department and, 
al-'o from the water commissioner laid before 
them. The water oommisaioner baa reported 
to thn council that the average rain fall for 
twenty yim VM 29 W Inchea end tliac 
the total capaoiljr of the water ehed 
wa< two million gallons per day. 
Therefore the maximum population 
which thia aource will aupply at the rate 
mentioned Is twenty thousand persona 
Whsn the city has twenty thousand people, 
the population steadily increasing, it muao 
find an ikdditional source of aupply, if not 
forced to look for it for Gro protection pur 
poses before hand. Nanaimo simply on ac 
count of laclc of prcnauro is now in the con 
dition of u town that finds it difEcult to ob 
tain firo inaurance, and many of the risks 
now taken aro puid for at double the pre 
vioua rates. Under certain conticgonoiea 
it is possiblo that Victoria may arrive 
at the aanio unenviable position. 
The city got ample water by the putting in 
of a sixteen inch main, seven years ago, but 
it has been pointed out to the city council 
lately by the chief of the fire department 
that the pressure ia not nufliciont for firo 
purposes — and the limit of population being 
twenty thouaand consumers at one hundred 
gallons per bead per day, It follows that 
with this consumption the fire protootlon of 
the city will be praotically nothing — and if 
a serious firo were to occur it might bo 
almost, if not entirely, impossible to p.top it. 
I hold that snIBsient . attention baa never 
been paid to fire proteotion. The 4i>eatIon 
ariaes, bow oan thia state of things be 
remedied? Can the souro's of snpply be 
lifted npone haDdred/vteet higher?. or can 
the city of Victoria be dropped down one 
hundred feet lower, if not, an efBoiont fire 
protection cannot bo looked for from Elk 
liko. But oven auppneo, for the moment, 
that the impossible wcro pcaaible, can the 
8i/.3 of the \vatornlied bo increased ? If 
not, then Elk lake bpoomes difquulified 
ua the future supply of Victoria. Very 
groat iniecnnuoption oxiata aa to the storago 
cf water, People say; "butyou can store the 
water from one year to another." So you 
can, but nob more water than that which 
falla upon tho watershed. Hence tlie infal 
liblo rule. — Whenever tho annual average 
rainfall, after making tho nooeaaary deduc 
tiona for absorption und evaporation, falls 
below the averago annual conaumptlon an 
additional aouroo of supply must bo lookod 
for. Thero is, however, a diagram of rain 
fall attached to the report of tho Water 
Commissionor which speaks for itself, From 
3874 to 1880 Inolusive tho rainfall was 4 7 
inobes per year below the proaent average 



from 1882 to 1886 incloaive '3.4 inchea be- 
low the present average, and from IS88 to 
180U iLo uiivB 5 5 iooboa below the present 
average. We cannot, therefore, expect in 
che future, looking to the records of the past, 
that there may nut bo what the water oom- 
mlesioner has very properly called a aeries 
of low cycle yoara, which means, in other 
wordp, Lliat while the Victoria oitizena, hav- 
ing piiBsed the §150,000 by law, are drink- 
ing the quiuteasenoe of purity, their bouses 
may ba burned to the ground 'and their'in- 
eurance rates raised in proportion. It ia not 
wise to neglect this qasation of pr'eaeure. 
One of tho speakers at chb meeting affirmed 
that tho queation of pressure was too deep 
for him ; that being the case, the nature of 
the problem involves the assumption that 
with regard to the whole subjict ho was en- 
tirely out of bis depth. 

Tnu same person took no oooount what- 
ever of the evaporatioiN in giving an opinion 
as to I he available aupply of E'k lake. The 
preature from E k lake will be found want- 
ing, aud the quantity also, should tho popu- 
lation increaSH in tho future aa in the ptat. 
Tliere will remain, therefore, to the credit 
of Elk lake only the quality ; in other 
words, tho city haa got a three-legged stool 
with one sound and two rotten lega under it, 
Aa aoon as these two fail the stool will go 
by the board. Ratepayers, beware. You 
have got a well intentloned mayor and coun- 
cil, wlio are doing tho boat they know how, 
but they don't know how, therefore it is in- 
oumbunc upon you to hoar them and hear 
the experts und take your choice. The city 
has got the best of officers, read their re- 
ports. If you don't understand them ask 
some ono who does. But if you value your 
property pay no attention to tho talk of 
men who make ihe wildest atatemonta with- 
out understinding even the fundamental 
principles under discu'ision, Oae Ciunot 
bur, biliiiire the constancy of the citizen who 
will inaiat on attributing to E k lake greater 
phyaiual advantage.-! than tnoae with which 
oaturn haa endowed it. But it ia important 
lo remember that this is not a question of 
poetry or romance, but of common sense. 
There is no advantage whatever in buying 
a strip of land round Elk lake and removing 
the oattle a fBW..feeti farther, off. by a fence. 
Can the olty out off the water supply of a 
farmer without indemnifying him I If not, 
it m«y.be necessary to boy the whole of the 
watershed as baa been done elsewhere. If 
the cl^^has not money enough to buy the 
whole watershed i it ' slionia leave it' alone 
until able to buy at least the area thai the 
water commisiioner has reported as neces- 
sary. It will be well to take into cinaidera- 
tion the fact alao that nature made all these 
lakes in the vicinity of Victoria, and that 
when man begins to depreciate one aource of 
supply to the advantage of another, he is 
con, lug periloualy near to arrogating himself 
an arbiter on the cons ruotion of the uni- 
verse.

The above does not inolnde the oost of 
clearing Beaver lake, whiob most be done if 
Elk lake water alone is desirable for nae. 
The building of the filter beds atonpe iii cer- 
tainly a good work. The rainfall.in the last 
four years has been exoeptlonally heavy, as 
shown below :

Thia ahowB a great variation in the yearly 
rainfall, whiob ia dependent in a great meas- 
ure on the direction of the prevailing wind-i. 
It teaches a leaaon though as to truatiug in a 
storage reservoir, having an inadequate 
gathering ground, which is the case with 
Elk lake. The City Eugiueer reporta (Doc, 
1893) : " In aomo years there would have 
been more than sufficient water to fill the 
lake to ovei flawing (auoh would have been 
tho cftBQ laa^ flta'ion) but, ucoordicg 
to information received from the 
caretaker at the dam, for two 
years in sucoesiion, 1888, 1880, tho water 
did not reach to the top of tho dum by 12 
inches in the former and 10 inches in the 
latter year, and the dam at that tirr,e wua 
18 inchea lower than at present. Hence it 
will appear that in dry seasons tho raitiog 
of the dam will be of no value in increasing 
the supply available." It is true that this 
ia only the opinion of an expert, and there- 
fore of little valae In the eyes of the oonn- 
cil ; but the faota are given by h practical 
nun, and are therefore entitled to due 
weight. We are now near to a diminlahed 
rainfall, as is evident from tho section ap- 
pended to the engineer's report, which 
shows a cyclo of six years for high and low 
fall. Tho real queation for the ratepayers 
is whether by expending §400,000 on the 
works proposed we shall have an adequate 
supply of good water at a head auliiciont for 
all practical purpoeos, including firu extinc- 
tion. That queation must be luiaweied in 
tho negative. Wo shall have only n little 
more water per diem than wo have now. 
Wo TKiuire over '2,000,000 gallons a day 
now, und shall have but little more after all 
this expenditure. As before stated, the 
ofTer of 5,000,000 gallons a day for less than 
half tho sum proposed to be now spent, and 
with a good dividend each year bjuides, was 
refused by tho council oven to bo conaidored. 
Let the ratepayers refuse to vote the money 
now aakod for, and then timo and oppor- 
tunity will be given for reoonsideratiou ot 
the facts whiob govern the oase.'

FLUMBINa INSPECTION. 

To TiiK Editor : — The unfortunate faot 
that proper sanitation ia not maintained in 
thia city, ia so generally recognized aa to bo 
beyond tho bounds of debate. Thero may 
bo diDToronces of opinion os to what consti- 
tutes proper sanitation. If wo may roly 
upon the olaimod demonstrations of science, 
it would appear that, other thingn being 
equal, tho health of a oily can bo moat 
easily measured by tho condition of its 
plumbing and sewerage system. Whilo it 
is true that a long step was taken in tho 
right direotlon, when tho laws regulating 
tho examination of plumbing wore plucod on 
the statute books of our olty, events have 
demonstrated that the passage of that law 



was not enough In Itaelf to proteab oitizeua 
and tho oily from inferior plumbing. If one 
may judge from public rumor, the trouble 
Ilea in the faot that a acientifio plumber baa 
not been appointed by the oity to examine 
and posa npon all plnmblng done 
for the city or private parties. 
It may be stated in thia con- 
neotion that, in giving tbia opialcn re- 
garding the public aontiment of the city, no 
unworthy reSeotions are intended againat 
the character or abilities of thoae who have 
been appointed by the City Council to ex- 
amine and pass upon plumbing. The point 
we wish to make ia, lliat a man holding the 
ofGoa of plumbing inapeotor should, of all 
things, ba an expert plumber, and worthy 
of the title of Saoitaiy Eogineer. 

This c immuaioation was in part sug- 
gested by an article in a Henfrowshire (Scot- 
land) paper of recent date. Thn writer, 
who IB yunitary and Plumbing Inspector 
for Ronlrewshire, stdtes that for the year 
1890, ho mddo, with the Biaistucco of his 
deputies, S,99.'i ordinary visits of inspection; 
'220 visits in obedience to tho "Health Act;" 
and 1,017 viaits in compliance with the 
"Dairies Order;" which tn'ikos in oil 5, SCO 
viaita for tho year. Aesumiug thtt Rhu- 
frowahiro haa a population of 200,- 
000, and that Victoria hus a'il,- 
000, which assuniption cannot hi very far 
from the facts, it.follows that tho Victoria in- 
apeotorol plumbing, sewerage.&j., haviugtho 
B*me regard for hia duties and tho health of 
hia city that tho Rflnfrowahire iEepootor has, 
should have made 651 visits during the past 
year. It would ba intoroating to know how 
many viaits. In his oQloIal capacity, the olfi- 
oor whose duty it is to examine and pass 
upon plumbing and sewerage, eto , has made 
during tha year, 189,'i Soma recent 
writer his said that it ia of far greater im- 
portance that wo have thoroughly skilled 
and conscientious plun>bers thau that our 
physioians should be of the best. This may 
he putting the matter very strongly, hut it 
at least emphaaizos a truth which tho dwell- 
ers in cities ospooially cannot safely ignore. 
To have soieatlfic pluuibing we must not 
only hava compstont plumt)ors but as well 
a Boleotifio and practical plumber to 
examine and paaa upon all plnmblng work 
dode either for the oity or private indi- 
viduala.

THE DAYS OF GOLD 



Eave Come Agraiu iu Western Aus- 
tralia— Reports of Recent Finds 
of Treasnre. 



Tbe Shearing Diilicnity— Extermina- 
tiou of Babbit8-8ent to 
tlie Btbcks. 



Sydney mail advices by the Warrimoo 
deal for tho moot parb with the wondera of 
Coolgirdio iknd tho aurrounding goldfiolda of 
Western Australia, conoerniog which all tho 
papers nalte in saying that the half has not 
been told. When blocks of solid ^old aro 
placed on exhibition weighing aa muoh aa 
52 Iba. , exaggeration ia impoaaible aa well aa 
inexcuBiible. Tho full riohnoaa and extent 
of the aariftroua country are not yet deter- 
minable, but even so conservative a journal 
AS tlie Sjdney Moming Herald is ready to 
admit that the Ooolccardie finds puii to the 
bluah for almoat fabulous wealth anythiog 
in the romantic mining histoiy of gold-pro- 
ducing AuBtruliu. At Londonderry speoi- 
mens v,ere recently exhibited containing 
2,000 ouucea of gold; and a tub tailinga 
had yielded by "dollying" — i decidedly 
primitive proceaa — 4,230 ounoea, the mine 
from which it came ahotving beaidoa a 
mafaivs leef, benchea of atone literally 
smothered in gild. 

In the excitement ooDae(|uont upon the 
recent diaooveriea even tho shearing difii- 
culty ii for a time partially forgotten, 
although the not-infrequent ooUiaiona be- 
tween the unioniata and the free laborera 
make it impoaeiblo to totally obliterate it 
from public attention. A aolutiou of the 
vexed quoatlon appears aa far away aa ever, 
the aheareta aa a rule refuaing to sign tho 
new ag-eement. 

In Uargomindah the rabbit peat haa devel- 
oped saoh proportiona as to menace the very 
'Cxiatence of the paitoral industry, and to 
oaute the nnanimoas adoption of the append- 
ed resolution at a pnblio meeting recently 
held : 

" That in the opinion of this meeting the 
.laeraase in the number of rabbits Is so aeri- 
dui as to endanger the position of station 
owners aa well aa buainess people and others 
in Thargomindah, who are all directly or 
indirectly dependent upon the pastoral in- 
dustry for a living ; 

" That the leaaees cannot cope witli the 
pest ; 

<< And that the destruction of rabbits by 
the ereatioD and maintenanoa of fenoei, 
«hoald be mide a national qnesttoo, the 
lessees in infested dtatrlets alto paying a inod- 
•orate rate." ' ' 

Among the minor mattera-dealli- with at 
length in the Anatralian. preas of . late haa 
been the return of the 'Horn SoIentifio'Ex- 
pedltlon from' the" interior of the island, 
where they aeoared maoh valuable informa- 
tion coQcernlng the natives, the mineral re- 
aourcea, the land, and the inhabitiog birds 
and beasta. 

The pteeiding maglatrate of the Gltba 
police court haa hurried himself into fame 
(or notoriety at least) by sentencing one 
Robert Shannon, a Seventh Day Advent- 
ist brought before him for working on Sun- 
day, to "imprUonmont in the stocks for the 
space of two hours," which sentence baa, 
however, been set aside by the Department 
-of Justice fcr tho Colony. 

THE BRITISH FLAG. 

Does' It Protect Less Securely Than In Other 

Days 'i' 

In the following exaggerated fuahion the 
China G^zatte proclaims a belief that some 
few British journals seem very anxious to 
push into prominence In the Far East at the 
present jaooture : 

" The belief held by many on the Kow- 
ShioK ii the aaoredness of the British flig, 
whiob it was supposed would protect what- 
ever it covered trcm injury or attack is a 
proof of the alow death of old-f^-shioned no- 
tions, Tboie concerned ought to have 
known that the cacredness of the British 
flig in tbi? part of the world ia simple 
fudge. That ancient and once re- 
spected rmblem haa long since ceased 
to <arry -any weight, and we 
vonld ask t ie Britiah oflBoIala in Fek ng and 
Shanghai, who are so muoh incensed over 
thia display of. Japanese contempt for the 
'flig, how often within the paat decrvde has 
tbatftig been outraged, Ininlted, spat upon, 
and barnt by theae very Chineae and philo- 
Ghinese, who are now holding up their 
hands in holy horror because an enemy whom 
they fear and would isolate bad followed a 
coursi which the Chineae offictala have 
ahown rbem cculd be followed svith impun- 
ity in Cnina, and if eo in China, wl'y not in 
adjicent waters '! 

" The f ict of the matter ia that all 
Ofientala h jve ceaaed to rcapoot tho II ig, 
and il ie the Chinoao of all othora who have 
inspired tnem with thia fueling. Why a

Tho Ajmeniaus luivo a custom as 
beautiful as it is iiniqua Among them 
a man aud a woman wlio are good 
friends may become a ' 'grootiiig broth- 
er and 8i.ster. " Tho friendship between 
thoiH m«st bo entirely platonic and re- 
main so. Th(>y ;ippe:ii' before a gather- 
ing of their fellow men and women and 
take vow.s to become to each other a 
brothor aud sister. Thenceforward they 
nviy assooiato together as freely as a 
real brother, and sister, traveling to- 
gether and working together, with no 
suspicion of any other relation coming 
between them. They aro frequently 
married to anoth'T liusband or wife, 
but are allowed all the same to liecnmi' 
tlio greeting brother and sister. Their 
ties of relationship aro observed a:- 
strietly as if they \vi'rii blood brollicr 
and sister, and t lieir children ari^ lookcil 
on as cousins. This friendship is re- 
garded as tiioroughly proper, nor is it 
over abused.

Temptations to evil are all 
around liim, with no opportunity to 
make bis way into a liighor social 
life. It is a pity, a thousand pities.

It is natural for 
young men and women to bo fond of 
each other's socii^ty, and they have a 
right to be together. It is good for both, 
quite apart from tho question of matri- 
mony. S(df supporting young women, 
good as gold, rohued and well educated, 
live year after year in New York an<l 
other cities as solitary as if they were 
hermits in a desert. Thej' have no 
pleasant chums Of friends among men 
because thoy have no opportunity to 
meet snoh as they would lika . ■ Here is 
a sad lack in our city social life. Tho 
young men and women living thus lonely 
are among tlie best peopU^ in America. 
There ought to be formed social clubs 
of some kind where respectable stran- 
gers of both sexes should be welcome.

Natural lig}it ouglit always to bo con- 
tiidered as an important factor in the 
coloring and furnishing of a room. 

It is not suliicieiit tliat wo adopt blue 
for a wiirm exposure and yellow for a 
cold, because tho former may bo dark 
and tho^ latter. . full, of light, and hence 
rondiHoiis will become somewhat re- 
versed. The oflico of color in tiiis re- 
spect is to enliven or depress natural 
londitiou.s, and by it wo may fill tho 
l ool room full of warmth or the warm 
room full of refreshing cooliiess. Like-

wiso wo may counterbalanco an excess 
of light .by subdtied, retiring colors, 
while a deficiency may be compensated 
for by warm, mellow, advancing col- 
ors. 

There are rooms too bright for com- 
fort. These should be toned down 'Avith 

color and fabrics. As dark colors absorb 
light, .so hues, shades and tints of such 
colors tend niateriall}- to modify excess- 
ive light. Then there aro other means 
available for the purpose, such ' as the 
funiture stuffs and the hangings. If 
these be of light absorbing nature, they 
will assist in cimnterbalancing excess- 
ive light. Whatever, in fact, absorbs 
light is, useful in this relation. Luster- 
loss and giltless papers also aro useful. 
Mirrors may be hung so as to catch aud 
;^ispos(^ rays of light in a darkish room. 
"> iirnished objects, glass and enamel 
ware, bright color, these all help in tho 
diffusion of tho light's ray, and so tho 
otherwise dark room is made bright and 
cheerful. 

Yellow .is the strongest of all the 

colors and tho most difTtisive of light. 
Hence the room that is deficient in light 
nuist bo treated in this key. Tho tend- 
ency must be in the direction of yel- 
low. Pale cream ceiling, with huffish 
ornamentation and white and gold; 
walls (if a fuller and richer cream, ap- 
proaching golden yellow, with bits of 
clear yellow, gold and light blue orna- 
mentation and warm red in generous 
measure; woodwork old ivory, in pol- 
u^IumI enamel, cari)et creamy and full of 
bright bits of yellow, red, blue and gold- 
en bull; drapery old fiold, blue and 
pale straw; upholstery ivory and light 
blue. Tho room that has too nmch light 
requires an opposite treatment The col- 
ors must be light absorbent. For this 
pur])oso let us employ for the ceiling !i 
light green having a bluish cast, with 
bluish gray and reddish gold ornameii-

Sunday and yea'te^day the Liberals' re- 
ception committee took tho Hon. Mr. 
Liurier and his party sight seeing in the 
city and suburbs, driving thorn to tho var- 
ious places of interest, which included a 
viait to Esijuimalt to boo tho warahips. 

Last evening the publio meeting, at the 
market building was very largely attended, 
Conaorvativea turning out aa well aa Liber- 
ala to bear the eloquent leader of the op- 
position and othera of his party make ad- 
dresses on Dominion politics. Dr. Milne 
presided, and there were also on the plat- 
form Hon. Wilfred Laurior, Wni. 
Gibaon, M. P. for Lincoln, J, Suther- 
liind, M. P. for North Oxford, C. S. 
Hyman, ex-M P. for London ; P. A. Cho- 
quotte, M.P. for Montmaguy ; D C. Fraeer, 
M P., Guyaboro, N S ; Sydney Fisher, cx- 
M.P. for Brome ; H. Laurier, Wm. Temple- 
man, H. A Munn, Senator Mclnuos, Mayor 
Teague, W. G. Cameron, J. Robertson, W. 
Marohant, J. T. Bethune, Hon. A. N. 
Richards, T. J. Burneo, and J. McMillan. 

Dr. Milne, the chairman, after a few con- 
gratulatory words about Mr. Laurior, wel- 
comed him and Madame Laurier, and hoped 
their presout visit would be repeated. After 
announcing the programme be invited the 
public to attend the reception to Mr. Laur- 
ier to-diiy at Pinchurst. 

Mr. C. S. Hyman, of London, on being 
introduced said tho object of the visit to 
Urilish Columbia and W'eatern Canada waa 
to leach tho doctrine of Liberalism and to 
enable tho leader and the gentlemen with 
him to become better acquainted with the 
different provincca of tho Dominion. There 
was a very wide and diverging lino between 
the two great partiea in Dominion politica. 
The policy which the Liberal convention 
had tried to frame in 180.'! diffarod materi- 
ally from that pursued by the Conservatives 
since 1878. He claimed that the latter was 
legislation for the manufaoturer, while 
the Liberal policy was for the peo- 
ple as a whole. Only 4| per 
cent, of the population of the United States 
represented manufaotnres, and lb was fair to 
take the lanie' proportion for Canada. He 
was a manufaoturer himself and believed 
that nearly if not quite a majority of manu- 
factnrera in the older provinces were against 
protection and deaired to do away with it. 
He referred to the late Hon. Alexander 
Mackenzie, and advanced as an argument in 
favor of the stand taken by the Liberals 
that the expenditure had risen from twenty 
four millions a year while the Liberals were 
in power to thirty six and thirty-seven mil 
lions under tho present government. He 
took issue, he said, with what ho called tho 
gerrymander of Oatario and also to 
the franchise act which was not 
fair to the Liberals. If these two 
acta were done away with the Liberale, he 
waa sure, would aweep the country. Touch- 
ing on the subjfcb of petroleum, ho said 
tho duty of G 1 .5 cents psr gallon permitted 
the refiners of petroleum to take that amount 
from the consumer for every gallon used in 
Canada. It was said that the Liberal pol- 
icy would discriminate against Great 
Britain, but the contrary was in his opinion 
the case. The Conservative protective 
duties were against the mother country, the 
average duties against imports from 
Eogland being 22 per cent, and only 
13 per oent. from the United States. 
The Conservatives had only made a 
pretence of trying to get reciprocity. Tho 
Conservative envoys went over to the Unit 
ed States determined to accept nothing they 
wereofldred, because tho manufacturers hero 
would not allow It. However, wlien tho 
Liberals disouaaed reciprocity, tho cry of 
dialoyalty waa raiaed againat them. Waa 
it dialoyal to sell a mule or a baby carriage 
to their neighbora'; Tho Conaervotive 
policy, he assured tho Conservatives in the 
audience, was a failure, and asked that the 
Liberals might bs allowed to try their policy 
now. He oonciuded by truating that at the 
next election the Lifaerali would carry the 
city. 

Dr. Milno then, as President of the Lib- 
eral Association, read an address to Mr 
Laurier, welcoming him and Madame Lau- 
rier. It assured him of the admiration they 
had of tho course Hon. Mr. Laurier had fol- 
lowed, and trusted the profit of the visit 
would be mutual. It hoped for tibe sucoess 
of the Liberal cause aud advocated free 
trade, maintaining that under proteotion 
the Province had its nr^mral devoloDtafint 
retarded.

'"""^.^oniD Victoria ho referred to his visit to 
the Coast, speaking in high terms of what 
he had witnessed. It was impossible for 
anyone, until he had seen for himself, to 
understand the wonderful extent of Canada. 
British Columbia had wonderful resources 
and fertile lands, 'but whatever the 
resources they had not obtained the proper 
amount of development; and all on account 
of I ho vicious policy pursued at Ottawa. 
Though complaining of this he would ask if 
the people had done their full duty when 
they permitted such things to be? Ho had 
not anything to say of the representatives, 
personally, but the people bad been guided 
in their choice by a personal feeling and not 
by one of policy. In this ago and in this 
froo country, the kind of courage that had 
to bo exhibited wus that of tlio citizen and 
tho voter who stood up for their right. 
"Not greater ho who does his part to tho 
aound of beating drums." As a Canadian he 
asked them to discharge their duties as 
Canadians. Tho time had como ho claimed 
when tho country realized that Canadian 
citlz.nship was worth living for ordyingfor, 
If need be. He camo here iu tho interests 
of tho Liberal party to preach to 
them tho gospel of free trade. Ho 
had been taken to task by tho 
press of tho province for saying tho Liberals 
woro not prepared to give freedom of trade. 
He admitted that it waa not pueaiblo at the 
next election, if tho Liberals got in power, 
to give frco trade, but it would bo tho goal 
to which they would go atcp by step. 
Froodon- of trade was tho Liberal idea. He 
could not say when tho eleotiona would 
come. They kept that (eorot woU at 
Ottawa. If the Liberals woro successful 
they would out off the bead of protection at 
onoe and trample on its body. (Cha Liberal 
party was to. maka the minimum of tax 
with the maximum revenue. The Conaer- 
vatiyes on tlie other hand levied taxes, not 
to benefit the revenue, but to help the fav- 
ored manufaoturers. Mr, Foster, on March 
27th last, ■peakitig of the tariff, said it was 
to stimulate the resources of the country, 
So it was, not to carry out tho aer- 
vioeo of tho country that tho Conaorvativea 
raised taxes, but to develop certain 
Industries which would put money in the 
pockets of oortain favored iadivldnals. It I 



might bo proStable to the favored indue 
trtep, but it was injurious to the rest of the 
country. Taxation was ueoeaaary, but only 
to carry on tho busineas. of . . the country. 
That was tho polioy be bad- to preaent. He 
accused the governtnont'bf.i^affng to bow to 
the power they had ttiemaelves'ralBed. The 
combinations in the United States he held 
were the result of the polioy of protection 
and tho same causes were working here 
Tlin L'tinrala wlahed to bring about freedom 
nt trade as it waa carried out iu England. 
He saw, he said, aigns that tho whole 
civiliz;d world waa coming to freedom of 
trade, and tho time would soon bo 
when the Uuitod States would do 
dare itself iu favor of that principle 
He blamed protection for the MoGreevy 
scandal and tho Gurran bridge scandal, and 
gave not tho Government but Sir Oliver 
Nlowatt tho credit of bringing Connolly and 
MsGrcovy to justice, aa he had prosecuted 
them. Ho ridiculed the idea of releasing 
thoeo men on account of their fast failing 
health, and maintained that tho men who 
wero most guilty were tho very members Of 
the Government who sent them prisoners to 
tho bar. He charged that all Government 
contracts had exceeded tho appropriations, 
which meant that tho estimates wero not ( x- 
ceeded by mistake but by design, lb • 
not stupidity ho charged but far more. The 
Conaervatives must admit there was but 
one way of carrying out tho Government 
and that by tho same rules of morality as 
those of private life. Ho had tho greatest 
hope in the future of the country. 
It bad now the bojpt institutions 
to which those of the United States could 
not compare In what other country could 
bo seen tho liberality shown by the erection 
of tho monument at Qaebeo to Wolf and 
Montcalm — the man who won and the man 
who lost ? (Applause.) He concluded an 
eloquent oratorioil effort by a final appeal 
tor the adoption of free trade, and was ap- 
plauded as he sat down. 

Hon. D C. Fraser, M.F. for Ouyaboro, 
N S , whose witty utternnoes combined 
with a fine preseooia and a full rich voice 
have earned him a t;reat -reputation as an 
orator, was tha last speaker. In glowing 
terms he described his trip from tlie far 
East to the Paoifio ooaat. He had not cotnn 
here for amusement, but to know more 
about our common country. Tho three 
great industries of British Cnlumbia, lum 
bering, tishing and minincr, wrro similar to 
those of hia part of Canodi, There waa no 
policy in trade, the national policy 
should bo called the national poul- 
tice. Ho could not underatand how 
British Columbia could support pro- 
tection. Ho could seo nothing wrong in 
wanting to trade with the United States. 
He did not want to trade with tlio United 
States unless it paid him. Ho did not care 
what man ha traded with so long as he 
made money out of him. Ho paid an elo- 
quent tribute to the mother land and advo- 
cated following her example in free trade. 
He had never seen so many intelligent free- 
traders as ho saw in tLiis country, but some- 
how they all wanted protection too. He 
could no"; understand it. The Conaerva- 
ilve government were not honest iu their 
proteatationa of tariff reform. 

Several funny atoriea wore told by the 
speaker as illustrations. Oao of a email boy 
at school. When asked by his teacher, " It 
I were to lend your father $100 and he was 
to promiaa to pay me b'&ck |10 a' week, how 
much would your f.ither havi in six weeks." 

" One hundred dollars," replied Johnny 
promptly. 

*' Why Johnny you don't know anything 
about arithmetic !' 

" Well, perhaps I don't know much about 
arithmetic, but I know father well," 
(Laughter. ) 

Mr. Frasor went on to say that McGreovy 
and Connolly wero not half aa bad aa the 
men — they were employed by. (Laughter.) 
In closing hia remarks he maintained that 
the only healthy way to promote commerce 
wan to let it alone. 

This finished up the speeches and after 
cheers for the Quern a reception w^a held 
by Mr. Laurier on the platform for the pur- 
pose of allowing thosa who wished to do ao 
to meet him. 

To day ot half-past twelve Dr. Milne will 
entertoin Hon. Mr. Laurier and party at 
luncheon at his residence Pinehurst, Dallas 
road and at half past two a reooption will 
bo given there to Mr. Laurier to which invi- 
tations have been extended to the publio. 
To. night a political meeting is to be held at 
Saanichton and to-morrow the visitors leave 
for Nanaimo.
